Kramers Donate Valuable 
Art Collection Of 1,500 
Pieces To Local College 


College Parade 
This Evening 


The traditional float parade 
and pep rally for Gettysburg 
College home-coming will take 
place this evening. 
The parade will move from 
Huber 
Hall 
at 
7:30 o’clock 
south on Carlisle St. to Lincoln 
Square for a ten minute stop 
and pep rally. It will then move 
west on Chambersburg St. and 
north on Washington St., dis­ 
banding on the campus. 
The college bend will head 
the procession followed by fif­ 
teen floats and cars carrying 
the home-coming queen’s court 
and members of the varsity 
football team. 
A repeat of the float parade 
will be staged on Memorial 
Field Saturday at 12:50 p.m. 
preceding the opening kickoff of 
the football game between Get­ 
tysburg and Muhlenberg.

CHICAGO (AP)—On Jan­ 
uary 24, 1843, Abraham Lin­ 
coln penned a 94-word let­ 
ter on White House station­ 
ery promoting Maj. Gen. 
Joseph (Fighting Joe) Hook­ 
er to commander of the 
Army of the Potomac. 
In 
an 
estate 
inventory 
filed in Cook County Probate 
Court Thursday, the letter 
was valued at $35,000. 
The letter is part of an 
estimated $3.5-million estate 
left by Alfred W. Stern, re­ 
tiring clothing manufactur­ 
ing executive who died May 
3 at 79. Stern willed the 
document to the Library of 
Congress and previously had 
given an estimated $1 mil­ 
lion in Lincoln lore to the 
library. 


President W. S. Paul announced 
today that Gettysburg College has 
received, as a gift, the entire 
Oriental art collection of Dr and 
Mrs. Frank H. Kramer, W. Broad­ 
way. 
The collection consists of nearly 
1,500 pieces. The Chinese jades are 
conservate^ valued at more than 
$100,000. A number of these jades 
are ritualistic and date back to 
B C. days. 
Dr. 
Kramer 
who 
retired 
as 
head of the Education Department 
at Gettysburg College in 1956 after 
36 years’ service, continues teach­ 
ing a course in appreciation of 
Oriental art which he started 12 
years ago. All of the pieces in 
the collection have been used by 
him 
in 
teaching 
this 
unique 
course. 
MANY RARE PIECES 
Included in the collection are 
approximately 250 pieces of carved 
jade and about 200 carved semi­ 
precious stones other than jade. 
There are more than IOO pieces 
or carved ivory and cloisonne: 
50 Cinnabar lacquer; several hun­ 
dred Oriental Chinese and Jap­ 
anese porcelains and some very 
rare precious ones from the Ching, 
Ming and Sung dynasties. 
Also approximately IOO Chinese 
and Japanese embroideries and 
tapestries, some dating back to 
Ming days, and a large and very 
unusual collection of K’o-ssu tap­ 
estries. 
Other pieces in the collection 
are a number of wood carvings: 
one bronze ritual piece dating back 
to the Shank dynasty which ended 
in 1122 B.C.: over IOO Chinese 
imuff bottles made of semi-preci­ 
ous stones, porcelains, wood, nuts, 
m etals, lacquer, carved glass and 
blown glass; a number of Jap­ 
anese wood block prints and two 
dozen objects made of 
Peking 
glass and a number of Chinese 
enamel 
and 
carved 
rhinoceros 
horn pieces. 
HAS SOME PAINTINGS 
A few paintings in the collection 
include a Sung painting nearly 
1,000 years old. 
In presenting the gift to the 
college, Dr. Kramer said it in­ 
sures giving the course indefin­ 
itely in the unique way it is now- 
taught. “ You cannot appreciate 
art unless you are in the presence 
of art itself or a good and true 
representation of it,” Dr. Kramer 
said.

“ Although 
Hilaire 
Belloc has 
stated. 
Men prophesy and the 
future makes fools of them. H is 
a stimulating experience to spec­ 
ulate concerning the energy needs 
of the world during the next cen­ 
tury. 
"If one speculates how growth 
factors will increase the demand 
for energy in the next century, it 
soon becomes apparent that fos­ 
sil fuels are far more inexhausti­ 
ble. In fact, if the condition is 
made that the cost of producing 
fossil fuels cannot exceed twice 
present costs, it is simple to show 
that the world’s reserve of fos­ 
sil fuel may be exhausted within 
the next 70 to 80 years. 
"UTILIZING 
FISSION" 
“ Because we know that energy 
from nuclear fission is now being 
realized, a great many people 
say there is nothing to worry 
about. How long wiU fissionable 
i fuel last? This question as well as 
the more serious one of the waste 
disposal from this type of fuel 
raise doubts as to the feasibility 
of the world utilizing fission for 
a m ajor portion of its energy. 
“ Controlled nuclear fusion, on 
the other hand, could provide the 
world w-ith an almost unlimited 
source of energy. The problems 
involved with a controlled ther­ 
monuclear process are stagger­ 
ing and the challenges and oppor­ 
tunities for young people today 
in all branches of science are 
greater than in the days when it 
was thought that all the major 
problems in science were solved. 
^Furthermore, the social and polit­ 
ical implications of this type of 
fuel 
should 
interest 
the social 
iscientist, the politician, and the 
[economist long before it is real­ 
ized so that the world can make 
intelligent use of this source of 
energy.”

As for U.S. military strength, 
the former ambassador to the 
United Nations said there is no 
question the United States is the 
strongest military power on earth 
—and the Soviets know it. 
Lodge called the United Nations 
the cornerstone of American for­ 
eign policy. Moral standards, the 
basis for pinning our hopes on the 
United Nations, also are the basis 
for keeping Red China out, Lodge 
said. 
Lodge said the first U.S. veto 
in the Security Council would be 
justified to prevent Red China's 
admission.

The most majestic and ex­ 
citing of Pennsylvania small 
game is the* ruffed grouse — 
frisky thunderbird of the woods 
and easily the most difficult 
target of all. Grouse are found 
in biggest supply in the north­ 
ern 
counties. 
Actually, 
the 
grouse can be found most any­ 
where in rural Pennsylvania, 
but they will be most plentiful 
across the northern section of 
the 
state. 
For grouse, 
the 
hunter needs a variety of as­ 
sets—a 
light, easy swinging 
shotgun, lighter shot such as 
No TH and No. 8 in order to 
achieve a large shot pattern; 
a thorough knowledge of the 
terrain, and finally, quick re­ 
flexes and a sharp gun eye. 
Any one of the fine breeds of 
bird dogs have been developed 
into keen grouse dogs. Even if 
the dog does not point they can 
locate the bird thus giving the 
hunter an advance “tip-off” 
for a faster shot. Here again, 
the “ walking” hunter who goes 
after grouse without the aid 
of a dog must practice the art 
of slow, uneven gait, pausing 
often in the woods to unnerve 
his quarry. Rarely, however, 
will the hunter be completely 
calm when a grouse explodes 
from a conifer thicket and goes 
into its swift, erratic flight.

Switzerland Causes Alarm COMING SOON 
Among Treasury Officials

NEW YORK ' AP —A new gold 
rush is on in London. It has al­ 
most as many trappings as the 
California gold rush and more in­ 
ternational dram a than the rush to 
the Klondike. 
The latter-day gold rush is one 
of price rather than mining. But 
k 
involves the Swiss bankers, 
whose moves in international fi­ 
nance 
are 
always 
cloaked 
in 
secrecy and therefore doubly in­ 
teresting to the public. 
The gold price hike also involves 
the prestige of the American dol­ 
lar. and rumors—mostly wild ones 
—of what the U.S. Treasury might 
do about its fixed price for gold. 
It dips deep into the uncertainty 
about the trend of tile U.S. econ­ 
omy and even the possible effect 
on the economy of the U.S. elec­ 
tion. 
TIED WITH U.S. POLICY 
The spurt in the price of gold in 
London is tied in closely with our 
polity of easier money and lower 
interest rates and with the sub­ 
sequent 
flow 
of 
so-called 
hot 
money 
from 
Wall 
Street 
to 
Europe, especially to West Ger­ 
many 
and 
Switzerland, 
where 
money commands higher returns 
The gold rush has sparked price 
rises here and abroad in the 
clocks of gold producers. 
Reduced to bare figures the gold 
rush is eye-catching enough. Mon­ 
day the price of gold on the Lon­ 
don m arket jumped 1>2 cents an 
ounce. Tuesday it rose 8 cents. 
Wednesday it jumped 264 cents. 
Thursday morning it spurted near­ 
ly $3 an ounce. 
ACTION OF SWISS 
By law the U.S. Treasury price 
is $35 an ounce. 
Why the sudden notion that gold 
ic worth more than that? 
The British trace the immediate 
rush to buy gold to the action of 
Swiss bankers acting for their un­ 
named clients who want to turn 
their dollar holdings into. gold. 
This Is to evade Swiss decrees 
aimed at halting the influx of hot 
money. 
The Swiss now charge a I per 
cent commission on deposits of 
foreign funds and the banks aren’t 
allowed to pay interest on foreign 
funds deposited with them. The 
money that once sought investment 
kl high yielding short-term U.S. 
securities 
started 
leaving 
this 
country 
when 
interest 
rates 
dropped The Swiss are trying to 
discourage the excess flow. 


A longer term reason for the 
conversion of dollar holdings into 
gold is belief in some circles that 
the U.S. dollar isn’t the super­ 
strong currency it once was. 
.And another belief stubbornly 
held despite strong and highly con­ 
vincing U.S. Treasury denials is 
that the deficit in this country's 
balance of payments and its loss 
of gold in the last three years may 
force a devaluation of the dollar. 
That is. the Treasury would raise 
the price it would pay for gold. 
The payments deficit and gold 
loss grew out of three years of 
this country paying out more dol­ 
lars for imports, foreign aid. trav­ 
el, 
private investments abroad, 
foreign 
services 
and 
overseas 
military bases than it took in for 
its exports, services and profits on 
overseas investments. 
EXPORTS HIGHER 
Our exports are currently run­ 
ning nearly $4 billion higher than 
our imports, compared with this 
time a year ago when they were 
about equal. But the deficit, from 
other sources, though smaller, still 
exists. And the ext*ess dollars that 
central banks of other nations get 
this way can be turned into gold 
at our treasury, under our law.

around $184 
billion.

servers say little trouble would 
arise unless they fell below $18 
billion. 


Boy Suffocates 
In A Feed Bin 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa. (API - A 
10-year-old boy suffocated Thurs­ 
day in a feed bin on hic father’s 
poultry farm near Patton.

The document includes s u c h 
statem ents that grape juice can 
be used in place of wine “either 
in the instance of an offense to 
conscience created by the use of 
wine or reasons of health ” It 
rescinds an earlier one passed in 
MB 
3. A resolution urging al! na­ 
tions to agree on a forma! ban on 
the testing of nuclear weapons 
was adopted. 
MULTILATERAL AGREEMENTS 
The resolution said such a ban 
should be arrived at through mul­ 
tilateral agreements and should 
contain provisions for adequate in 
spection and control. 
It further urged that the pres­ 
ent moratorium on testing be con­ 
tinued “ until every opportunity to 
secure such effective agreements 
has been utilized.”

Q I live on a small farm and 
have net earnings of about $700 
a year from working M, I also 
work part of the year at a local 
factory and earn wages of about 
$3,600. Would it be to my ad­ 
vantage to report my farm earn­ 
ings for Social Security purposes? 
A. You should report your earn­ 
ings from farm aaif-employmant 
if you net $400 or more rn a 
taxable year. Your net earnings 
from your farm operations, when 
reported, will be added to the 
wages you earned during the year 
and you will receive Society Se­ 
curity credit for your combined 
wages and net earnings from self- 
employment up to a total of $4,800 
in a year. The amount of benefits 
payable to you and your depen­ 
dents when you retire, or to your 
family in case of your death, will 
be based upon your record of 
earnings in employment and self- 
employment covered by Social Se­ 
curity. The higher your average 
monthly earnings are, the higher 
your benefits will be.

I have farmed for several 
years and because I have seven 
dependent children, I have never 
had to pay any income tax. Do I 
have to report my earnings for 
Social Security purposes’ 
A. It » true that your deduc­ 
tions for dependents may exempt 
you from the payment of income 
taxes. However, if your net profit 
from self-employment is $400 or 
more you 
should 
report your

Income " Alter the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service has received and 
audited your tax return, they tear 
off their section and forward it 
to the accounting department of 
the Social Security Administra­ 
tion.

to the uncommon. 
In John 9:6 we read “And he 
(Jesus) spat on the ground and 
made clay of the spittle and 
anointed the man s eyes with the 
clay . . .” In this case, common 
clay was used by Christ in his 
healing ministry. But this was not 
the first time the dust of the earth 
was used by God for a noble pur­ 
pose. There at the dim dawn of 
creation. God had taken it, touched 
it, moulded it, breathed into it the 
breath of life and it became a liv- 1 
ing soul. 


INFINITELY PRECIOUS" 
There are plenty today to re­ 
mind us that we are only a cer­ 
tain amount of clay, worth less and 
less on the open market plagued 
by inflation But God tells us we 
are infinitely precious in His sight.

common 
clay 
has 
been 
touched by the hand of the Master. 
“The Common 
Becomes Un­ 
common.” This is the theme of 
many 
books. An ordinary cup 
used by Jesus for the first Lord’s 
Supper becomes the Holy Grail 
for Tennyson in “The Vision of 


Sir Launfal.” Thomas Costain in 
“The Silver Chalice'’ makes use 
of the same theme. In “The Robe.” 
by Lloyd Douglas, the garment 
worn by Jesus takes on added 
significance because it was asso­ 
ciated with the Galilean. Because 
of an unusual association, the very 
ordinary things of life take on a 
meaning and value far beyond the 
ordinary. A common band of gold 
Ijecomes a w'edding ring—a sym­ 
bol of undying love between hus­ 
band and wife. A house may be 
only an article for sale to a real 
estate broker, 
but it becomes1 


“Home Sweet Home” to the couple 
who buys it. A child may be an 
orphan on the raster of a social 
agency but becomes “our son’’ 
to those who adopt him. It hap­ 
pens constantly, the strange econ­ 
omy wherein the intrinsic value 
of an article is forgotten and its 
real value soars because of some 
strange touch, some association 
made with it. 


"NOTHING SEEMS COMMON" 
To the love-filled eyes of Jesus, 
nothing seemed common. A cup 
of cold water conveyed the lovej 


of God. The lilies of ihe field, the building becomes a chureh, a place

Meilink discovered the unusual 
coin in a roll of uncirculated pen­

FOUND ODD BALL 
He had asked a young friend, 
Glenn Robaugh Jr. of Napa, to 
bring back some coins when he 
went East with his family on a 
vacation. 
Robaugh brought hack a bag of 
coins from a bank in Altoona, Pa.
